3. Claims 17-27 and 29-35 are allowed over prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention is directed to a method for selectively allocating bandwidth 
on demand in a CDMA communication system. The unique method steps include 
" allocating transmission channels having predetermined data rates : dynamically 
adjusting data rates for continued support of transmission of initial data and re-allocating 
transmission channels to accommodate adjusted data rates ", as claimed in claims 17

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and 29. The closest prior art of record, Javitt et al. (US 5,805,585) disclose multi-rate 
data communications on a single spectrum channel by changing communications 
modes to provide communication at given data rate thus providing low rate and reliable 
communication similar to one as in the instant application. However, Javitt et al. fail to 
anticipate or render the above underlined limitations, re-allocating transmission 
channels to accommodate adjusted data rates, obvious.
